“The kids waved and hollered ‘Hi Daddy’ as 
they went through the door.

Burned to death were Gregory Thompson, IO, 
his brother, Michael, 8, and their cousin, Melody 
Dey, 8. 


The fourth youngster, 13 - year - old Jam es 
Thompson, was able to get out of the amusement 
car and groped his way to safety. 
The dead brothers were the sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. David S. Thompson of 31 Poplar Lane, Pine­ 
wood, Levittown. Melody was the only child of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Dey of IO Park Lane, Pinewood, 
Levittown. 


The badly charred bodies of the three children 
were taken from the smoldering ruins of the build­ 
ing about two hours after the general alarm fire 
broke out at 6:15 p.m. 


Several persons, including Thompson, tried to 
enter the burning building to reach the trapped 
youngsters but they were driven back by the in­ 
tense heat and heavy smoke. 


For Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, last night’s trag­ 
edy shattered a vacation which they were spending 
at Sea Isle City, about 15 miles from Wildwood. 


First Day With Kids 


For the father of the dead boys, it was an agon­ 
izing experience. “It was the first day I’ve had with 
the kids in years,” the 41-year-old construction 
worker reminisced early this morning as he sat in 
a dazed and shocked condition in the kitchen of his 
home. 


For the past two years Thompson has been a 
superintendent with the S. Levy Construction Co. 
Yesterday he took his first day off from supervising 
the building of a $4,000,000 high school in Millville, 
N.J., to spend the day with his family who had been 
vacationing in Sea Isle City. 
“ We had such a wonderful time all day,” he 
tearfully remarked.
